Rose Saettele,!who for eight or nine months 
Was the cook in the Duestrow household, has 
been in a condition bordering upon nervous 
prostration ever since the tragedy. On the 
day of the murder kose left the house on La- 
fayette avenue, where she was em- 
ployed to make a frantic and fruitless 
attempt to walt upon Mrs. Duestrow, 
and falling in this, she left her employment 
altogether, being entirely unfitted for the 
Ordinary duties of a domestic. She has 
within the past week or two had another 
place, but her mind still dwelt upon the 
tragedy, and she could talk of nothing else 
except the sad fate of little Loule of whom 
she seems to have been very fond. 

At present Rose is making her home with 
her mother in the Southern part of the city. 
She will in all probability be summoned 
as a witness in the case before it is called 
on March 20 in the Court of Criminal 
Correction. She was called upon this 
afternoon Dy those who were look 
ing up testimony and reluctantly 
consented to discuss some of the features of 
the unbappy lite led by Mrs. Duestrow dur- 
ing the time she was under the roof. 

A FIEND WHEN DRUNK. 
„„Mr. Duestrow was all right when he was 


sober, but he was very seldom sober, said 


Miss Saettele. He used to come home 


drunk and rave all night, and then de all 


right in the morning. One night he 
prayed all night when nis little 
boy was ill, and made a terrible noise. An- 
other time when I was called upstairs to 
bring Mrs. Duestrow something he was 
standing in front of the mirror crying as if 
his heart would break.

Here Miss Saettele went off into a rhapsody 
touching Duestrow’s fondness for the little 
boy Louie, and \indulged in extravagant 
phrases expressive of her own belief that he 
never meant to kill the child. She also 
seemed to feel intense sympathy with the 
murderer. 

„Oh, Duestrow would have been all right 
if other people around there had been,’’ she 
exclaimed, but she refused,though vigorous- 
ly urged, to tell what she meant by that ex- 
pression. . 

Miss Saettele is a sallow, 
of perhaps 2% years, of nervous, 
excitable temperament and ap- 
parently secretive disposition. That 
she knows a vast deal more about the un- 
pleasant relations than she cares to tell is 

very evident, as is her regard for and sym- 
pathy with Duestrow. Repeated attempts 
were made to induce her to talk about the 
disposition and acts of Mrs. Duestrow, 
but she avoided that branch of 
the subject with a care that 
evinces premeditation. The most prominent 
impression gained from her rambling state- 
ments is that she loved the boy Loute with 
more than a servant’s devotion, and 
that she has reason to feel 
kindly toward the accused. She 
has told divers persons of the unhappy 
scenes in the Duestrow housenold, but has in 
every case sought to create the feeling that 
Duestrow had no little provocation for his 
violence of speech and demeanor. And in all 
her accounts Miss Saettele has declared that 
except for Duestrow’s quarrelsomeness, 
and for the one occasion on which 
Dr. Duestrow threatened to kill his wife, he 
never offered to do her violence. 

Her version of the circumstances surround- 
ing this terrible threat ls that at the time 
the little boy Loute had the colic Dr. Dues- 
trow came home drunk late at night and 
found his wife sitting in her room in her 
nightdress trying to rock the child to sleep; 
rache flew into a rage on discovering what

Sertain as to this fact, 
DUESTROW STILL AFFECTS INSANITY. 

Dr. Duestrow was sec at his quarters in 
the City Jailthis morning and given an op- 
portunity, if he could, to deny the story 
which appeared in the Post- Dispatca of yes- 
terday to the effect that he had made a pre- 
vious attempt to assassinate his wife. 

Jailor Kraemer accompanied a reporter to 
the visitors’ grating in the jail, and in- 
structed a turnkey to summon Duestrow 
from his cell. Kraemer has been acquainted 
with the accused double murderer for some 


> nner, as a rule, intimating that 
sae occasion arose his manner was 
Tially changed. 

Duestrow walked from his cell to meet the 
reporter this morning, expecting probably 


that some friend had called upon him. He 


_ @pproached the grating with an air ot ex- 


pectancy and looked up and down with a 
ag air. The look in his eyes was 
and intelligent. As his visitor 
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former demestic servant in your employ of 
makinga previous attempt to shoot your 
wife. Do you wish to deny her statement or

‘The prisoner looked for a moment as 
though weighing the advisability of making 
areply. Then he evidently came to the 
conclusion that an answer was not in keep. 
ing with bis plan. For a moment or two he 
rolled his eyes around ina manner which 
Shakspeare describes as‘ ‘fine frenzy. Slow⸗ 
ly he drew from his trousers pocket a pack · 
age ofcigarettes, selected one and lighted It. 
Then stili working his eyes he backed to the 
register in the jail, and warming himself 
there turned around and walked towards the 
corner where the steps to his cell 
were located. There again he turned 
his face towards the screen and scratched 
his head industriously fora few momenté, 
subsequently disappearing into his cell. 

Before he walked away from the screen the 
reporter called his name several times, but 
he paid no attention. Now Duestrow un- 
questionably knows his name, and always 
responds when addressed by it by the at- 
tendants. His attempt to look as 
though he did not recognize it 
when uttered by the reporter, shows that 
his effort to appear mentally incapable was 
somewhat overdrawn. This opinion was 
bourne oyt by the remark of several jail 
guards who had witnessed the scene and who 
laughingly said as the prisoner walked back 
to his.cell, ‘‘he always does like that when a 
reporter calls to see him. 

It was significant that as Duestrow left the 
screen, rolling his eyes, he walked back- 
wards, giving the re porter a good 
view of his countenance, instead, 
as would have been the most natnral vourse, 
of turning around and looking where he was 
going to. The jail attaches are strong in the 
b elief that his insanity symptoms are merely 
feigned. 

DUESTROW’S THREAT IN A SALOON. 
Billy Decker, the well-Knuwn soda water 


drummer, is famillar with Duestrow, 
having known him for Aa dozen 
years or more, Mr. Decker met 


Duestrow frequently in the Circle Saloon, 
on Chouteau avenue, which Duestrow was 
inthe habit of frequenting. ‘‘Two weeks 
before Doc killed his wife and child,’’ said 
Decker to a Post-DISPATCH reporter, I met 


him at the Circle saloon and we drank to- 
gether. A number of Duestrow’s friends 
were playing cards in the rear. After. we 


couple of rounds of drinks and 
Doc was still sober, I was surprised to see 
him pull out two revolvers and lay them on 
the table at which we sat. I looked at him 
closely and he said to meina barely audible 
whisper, refering tothe crowd playing cards 
in the rear, ‘‘lam going to do those fellows 
up back there. I am on to them 
and lam going to get even.’ Some of the 
men in the party were his best friends, and 
when I asked what they had doneto him he 
made a reply which indicated that they had 
been working him for a sucker. After I 
ty lked to him awhile he finally placed the 
¥ yolvers back in his pocket. 
7 FOND OF DRAWING WEAPONS. 

There is another matter which illustrates 

haracter. One day last September, he 

u. a friend went down town and bought 
two cowboy outfits, including a brace of guns 
each, which they donned. They came dack 
to the Circle Saloon, where I was playing 
cards. Duestrow came in and, drawing his 
two big revolvers, covered me and ordered 
me to throw up my hands. I did so, and then 
he put the guns away again. I drew 
my revolver, andas I covered him he drew 
off his false beard justin timetosave him 
from being shot. It was a very foolish trick 
for him to play. I could have killed him and 
would be justified in doing so. 

About his being a heavy drinker, he never 
Grank anything but deer and occasionally 
champagne. He had an ideathat if any- 
body drank successively at his expense that 
he was being played for a ‘sucker’ and was 
being ‘blown in.“ 


VICIOUS NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Crushes the Skull of a Child and Badly 
Injures Others. 


CuicaGco, III., Feb. 27.—A Newfoundland 
dog suddenly became vicious last night and 
before it was killed seriously injured four 
members of Police Lieutenant O’Hara’s 
family. 

A 4-year-old child was fatally bitten, his 
skull being crushed by the teeth of the in- 
furiated beast, while Mrs. O'Hara and two 
of her children were badly torn and bitten.

Rescued Before She Had Taken the 
Fatal Plunge. 


DRIVEN TO DISTRACTION BY HARD 
WORK AND PRIVATION. 


She Has Been Engaged in Dotng Sewing 
for Twelve Hoursa Day and Has Been 
Enabled to Make Only a Little Over $1 
a Week, According to Her Statement 
Sent to the Hospital. 


Oh, men with sisters dear! 
Oh, men with mothers and wives! 

It is not your linen you're wearing out, 
But human, Christian lives! 


Stitch, stitch, stiteh, 
Ia poverty, hunger and dirt, 

Sewing at once, with a double thread. 
A shroud as well as a shirt. 


It is just as true to-day as when the man of 
tears and laughter wrote it. One of the most 
pathetic scenes imaginable was enacted on 
the bank of the Mississippi at the foot of 
Mound street at 6:30 0’clock yesterday even- 
ing. William Crowder of 3017 Hickory street, 
employed by the Wiggins Ferry Co., was 
walking along the levee when the sound of 
weeping attracted his attention. 

Following the noise, he came upon a 
woman sitting ona boxat the water’s edge, 
her head buried in her hands, sobbing 
softly to herself. The woman paid no atten- 
tion to his questions, but followed him will 
ingly tothe ‘Third District Police Station. 
She was sent to the Four Courts this morn- 
ing, the police officers supposing her to be 
insane. She was waiting until darkness and 
complete solitude would permit her to take 
the cold plunge unnoticed. 

Bertha Hirth, for so she gives her name, 
has been employed by the Premium shirt fac- 
tory, Tenth and St. Charles streets. Finding 
she could not live reputably on her earnings 
as ashirt- maker, her mind being doubtless 


partially unsettled for a time by melancholia 
and anxiety, she determined to end all at the 
river bank. 

The unfortunate woman was seen this 
morning at the Four Courts by a reporter for 
the Post-DrsPpaTcH. she is neatly clad, 
comely and intelligent. Bertha said she was 
born at Athens, III., 30 years ago. She had 
employment in St. Louis for about five years, 


then went to Chicago, where her relatives | 


now live, and worked there for three or four 
years, first as a housegirl, then in various 
shirt factories. 

She has been in St. Louis a year, having 
been employed as housegirl dy numerous 
people and, latterly, Ina shirt factory, She 
talks intelligantly and trustingly and shows 
no sign of insanity, unless feelfng that 
she had been badiy treated by all her em- 
ployers would indicatea slight hallucination 
of persecution. 


HER STORY OF POVERTY. 

Being asked why she wanted to jump in 
the river she said: **Oh! I couldn't get work 
one-half the time, and then to be dogged 
and abused and dismissed without pay was 


more than I could stand. I worked onlya 
week or so at the shirt factory. I lived at 620 
Walnut street and had to take my meals out. 
Working from 7 till7 every day I could hardly 
earn over $1 a week, and could 
not keep up with that. the 
forelady wouldn’t pay atten- 
tlon to a person. We hadtostand and wait 
half the time.“ 

Bertha says her parents live in Chicago, 
but she has always had to shift for herself 
and did not want to go back. 

Dr. Priest examined her this morningand 
ordered her sent tothe City Hospital. He 
does not believe her insane. Melancholia, 
anxiety,want, possibly lack of sympathy and 
kind treatment by heremployers he thought 
would account forthe intended suicide. He 
thinksafew days rest, and a good home 
would prove all that is necessary. 

WHAT THEY EARN. 

Bookkeeper Friend of the Premium Manu- 
facturing Co. said the average wages paid 
shirt-makers is S5 a week. It is plece- work. 
During the first week earnings are very 
small, usually not over $i or $1.50, and by 
prior agreement thatis not paid until the 
end of the third week, the second week’s 
wages being paid at the end of the second. 

Inis keeps them from losing their trouble 
in teaching the learner. As Bertha Hirth 
did not work over a week he aid not think 
she could have been paid anything. 
The work-rooms are large, roomy 
and well Mghted. About 300 girls are em- 
ployed. Each has to stand in line until 
the work is examined. As the unfortunate 
Bertha had already eorked in shirt factoriés 
in Chicago, she may have-misunderstood the 
arrangement and thought she would not 
earn over $1.50 a week at any time,

TARIFF BILL WORK. 


The Democratic Senatorial Caucus 
Making Very Slow Progress. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 27.—It is not 
likely that the tariff bill will be completed by 
the Democratic Senatorial caucus in 
time for publication this week. The 
third ‘*conference’’ this morning reached no 
definite conclusion. It was devoted exclu- 
sively to the sugar schedule. The fourth sit- 
ting will begin soon after 1 o’clock this after- 
noon. 

Meanwhile the entire Interests of the coun- 


try before the Senate stand still, for all 
business is suspended for this caucus 
work. The entire Democratic member- 


ship of the Senate has simply been resolved 
into a great partisan finance committee. 
The Wilson Dill being dissected 
and discussed by it., schedule by 
schedule, item by item. The changes are 
few and far between. 

In the meeting of the Caucus this morning 
nearly two-thirds of these present favored a 
duty of three-quarters of a cent per pound 
On sugar of all grades, Ha duty is to be lev- 
led. The balance were in favor of no duty 
at all, and thelr arguments were 
sostrong as to indicate that they will be 
overpowerful unless there are to be duties 
upon coal, iron ore, lead, etc. But 
three or four champions of a is- 
criminative duty om refined sugar for 
the refiners have developed. Nearly 
every member of the caucus is of the opinion 
that if sugar pays any duty it will be 
a single duty of % ofa cent. 

When the sugar schedule is agreed upon 
the balance of the work will be comparative- 
ly simple, as'sugar duty means a duty on 
coal and Iron ore, probably lead ore and pos- 
sinly woolalso. 

Secretary Carlisle does not believe the cau- 
cus will complete all of its work this week.

Union Pacific Employes to Meet 
Receiver Clark Mareh 15. 


Judges Caldwell and Sanborn Issue a 
Special Order in Chambers. 


THE CONFERENCE WILL BE UPON THE 
QUESTION OF WAGES. 


Judge Thurston Stopped Over in St. Louis 
and Secured the Special Order—The 
Result of the Conference Must Be Sub- 
mitted tothe Court Before March 27— 
Judge Dundy Adheres to His Original 
Pcsition. 


Employes of the Union Pacific Rau- 
road, will, within the next few days, 
be invited to confer with Receiver 
Clark and other officiale of the system 
upon the wage a question. The date 
of the conference has been set 
for March 15, and will continue until some 
agreement is reached. The meeting will be 
held upon the request of General Solicitor 
John M. Thurston, who, last even- 
ing, stopped off in this city, while 
en route for New York and at whose request 
Judges Caldwell and Sanborn of the United 
States Circuit Court issued the following 
order: 

sines the actions of the courts ip the dif- 
ferent districts in this circuit on the petition 


filed by the receivers’. for leave to 
vote the schedule of wages of 
the employes in force when they 


were appointed and to adopt new and re- 
duced schedules has not been uniform and 
harmonious, and since it is desirable and ne- 
cessary that any order made on said petition 


should have a uniform opera- 
tion upon ithe lines of railway 
operated by said receivers through- 


out the circuit, and since the receivers have 
revoked and annulled their action hereto- 
fore taken, ordering new wage schedules 
into effect on the first day of March, 1894, and 
have resolved thatthe entire matter of new 
wage schedules be held in abeyance to await 
further action of the court, it is now here 
ordered as follows: 

„1. That the petition of the r@®eivers for 
leave to set aside and annul the schedules 
of wages ofthe employeson the Union Pa- 
cific system in force when they were ap- 
pointed, and to adopt new schedules equal 
izing, and in some cases reducing the wages 
of the employes, be set down for hearing be- 
fore the Circuit’ Judge at Omaha, Neb., on 
the 27th day of March, A. D., 1894. * 

„2. That the receivers forthwith, or as 
soon as may be practicable, invite the proper 
representatives of employes on said system 
to attend a conference at Omaha, Neb., com- 
mencing on the 15th day of March, 1894, 
for the purpose of conferring with 
8. II. II. Clark, ‘receiver (who 
is hereby specially designated and 
selected to conduct said conference on be- 
half of the receivers( and such other person 
or persons as he May select to act with him, 
at which conference the entire matter of 
proposed changes in wage schedules shall be 
taken up and as far as possible agreed 
upon between the said Clark and said repre- 
sentatives of the employes. Such confer- 
ence to continue from day today until such 
agreement is reached. 

„3. That in case there are any matters 
in difference remaining unadjusted, such 
matters of difference shall be clearly 
and specifically stated and presented 
to the court in writing on or 
before said 27th day of March, 1894, andthe 
hearing herein shall proceed as to such mat- 
tersin difference before the Circuit Judges 
holding the court, and after hearing the 
parties and their witnesses and counsel the 
Circuit Judges will make such order in the 
premises as may be right and just, 

„%. That the receivers grant to such 
representatives of the employes leave of ab- 
sence to attend said conference and hearing, 
and furnish them transportation to Omaha 
and return.“ 

It is probable that the railroad unions will 
meet in a few days and will elect represen- 
tives to attend the conferences. Elated by 
their recent victories the men expect great 
things from the meeting. 


IN FULL FORCE IN COLORADO.

A Down Town Business Corner Was 
Sold for $75,000. 


The property at the southeast corner ot 


Tenth and Chestnut streets was sold this 


morning for $75,000, to G. Schuchmann.

of the year. The property hasa frontage of

LONDON, Feb. 27.—The political world 1s 
once more greatly agitated by renewed 
rumors tothe effect that Mr. Gladstone in- 
tends to retire from office. Of course the 
frequency with which these reports have 
been circulated of late has done much to dis- 
count any effect which they might have, but 
every time a new report concerning Mr. 
Gladstone’s intention to retire from the 
leadership of the Liberal party is put in cir- 
culation there seems to be a positive panic 
among his most loyal followers, and a corre- 
sponding feeling of encouragement among 
the enemies of the great English statesman 
and his policy. 

The latest scare news is furnished by the 
Edinburgh Evening News, which announces— 
upon what it classes as reijable authority— 
the fact that Mr. Gladstone has resigned the 
premiership, but itadds that he will retain 
his seat in the Cabinet and will also continue 
to represent Midlothian in the House of Com-

The majority report of the Senate For- 
eign Affairs Committee on the Hawaiian- 
difficulty forcibly suggests the satirical 
line in a popular comic opera: Lou are 
right and I am right and all is right as 
right can be.’’ 

Senator Morgan, who represents the 
connecting link of jingoism between the 
partisan views of Republicans and Demo- 
crats, devotes his whole report to an elab- 
orate justification of all the officials on all 
sides concerned in the recent unpleasant- 
ness at Honolulu. Harrison, Cleveland, 
Blount, Willis, Wiltze and Dole are fully 
justified in their several and sep- 
arate acts. Stevens is justified in every- 
thing except one act—the establishment 
of a protectorate on his own authority. 
Undoubtedly, justification would have been 
found for this act also if 1t had not been 
barred by the open disavowal of it on the 
part of the Harrison Administration and 
the prompt reversal of the act by the 
Cleveland Administration. 

This blanket indorsement of everything 
that has been done under directly opposing 
policies would be merely ludicrous if it did 
not embody a serious ulterior purpose not 
frankly expressed in the context. No 
keen powers of observation are re- 
quired to detect the object of the 
report. Between the lines of whole- 
sale approval of American officials and 
fulsome praise of the oligarchy now 
in control of the Hawaiian Government is 
a plea for annexation. The whole report 
is a plain effort to harmonize the annexa- 
tionists of both parties and get them to- 
gether for annexation, Senator Morgan 
hopes by smoothing over all differences 
and appealing to American pride to give 
a new impetus to annexation sentiment. 

But his efforts will surely fail. The 
American people cannot be deceived now 
by insincere laudation and sophistical 
justification of the disgraceful and foolish 
interference with the affairs of Hawaii. 
They have made up their minds on that 
subject. They have been taughta whole- 
some lesson on the folly of jingoism. They 
have learned that the hands off’’ policy 
is the only wise, safeand dignified policy 
for this country. Annexation is dead.

RAILBOAD RECBIVERSHIPS. 


Simon Sterne contributes to the current 
Forum an article on ‘‘Recent Railroad 
Failures, and Their Lessons,’’ which has 
special significance in one point. Mr. 
Sterne is a conservative writer, having no 
sympathy with the so-called granger view 
of railroads, yet he classes the present 
method of creating and conducting rail- 
way réceiverships as one of the principal 
evils in the administration of American 
railways. 

He attacks the ease with which receiver- 
ships are secured by interested parties and 
asserts that the chief reason for this may 
be found inthe fact that it brings to the 
courts vast patronage and ample compen- 
sation through the enormous expenditures 
incident to the management of the receiv- 
erships. While there may be no corrup- 
tion on the part of the judge, he justly ob- 
serves that the exercise of this patronage 
by courts is dangerous. 

The practice of permitting the interest 
asking for the receivership tojname the Re- 
ceivers, and of selecting the officials whose 
management have wrecked the road as re- 
ceivers he denominates a monstrous evil. 
This, in effect, is the rewarding of mis- 
management. The bankruptcy which 
these officials cause enables them to draw 
increased compensation as receivers and 
gives them opportunity to accomplish sin- 
ister purposes. 2 

Another point made by him against 
court receiverships is the failure to afford 
adequate ntation and protection to

Tus eonviction and sentence of Prender- 


gast, the murderer of Mayor Harrison, 
will give satisfaction even to those who 
consider the assassin insane, This was 
the only possible defense, and his attor- 
neys made the most of it with the efficient 
aid of the prisoner himself, who played 
the lunatic during the trial with some 
skill. 

The question which seems to be presented 
by cases like Guiteau’s and Prendergast’s 
is whether responsibility can ever be at- 
tributed to one out of his mind. There is 
no doubt that both those strange men, 
like the ordinary bomb-thrower, were not 
in possession of normal mental faculties. 
Both were inordinately self-conscious, 
bent on attracting attention to themselves, 
even if by crime. Their mental alienation 
seemed to be merely an exaggerated form 
of vanity, a morbid growth which finally 
swallowed up every other sentiment and 
made them first nuisances and then pests. 

But though this overweening vanity 
did grow into insanity the 
evidence in, such cases wypsually 
points to a sense of responsibility as 
lively as in the normal man. They are 
capable of self-control and do, in fact, 
regulate their conduct with as much sys- 
tem as the ordinary man of business. They 
know the difference between right and 
wrong, and are very clear concerning the 
legal character and consequences of their 
acts. This conclusion is supported by 
well-attested facts brought out in every 
trial. 

To hesitate to inflict the extreme pen- 
alty of the law is to yield to 
a weak and dangerous sentimen- 
tality. The execution of the Prender- 
gast sentence should have a most salutary 
effect upon the other ‘‘cranks’’ who have 
watched thetrial with absorbed interest. 
They all have a wholesome fear of the 
hangman and will not willingly put their 
necksin the noose. For let them once 
understand that the insanity dodge will 
not avail in atrialfor murder, and they 
will be very careful how they let their 
vanity get the better of them.

The Priesthood and the Courts. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
The communication signed »A Catholic 
Lawyer’’ in last Saturday’s Forum was strik- 


ingly similar to an article in last week’s West- 
ern Watchman over the initials ‘‘Ex-A. P. A. 
Ifthe writers were not identical,they were as 
alike as two peas. Howbelt, the position as- 
sumed by your contributor was a pure fle- 
tion. He puts up aman of straw to knock 
down for hisown amusement. His twenty- 
five years of legal pursults seem to have done 
little towards A grr his legal acumen. 
The sorry scandal of the Lincoln trial does 
not raise the question as to the amenability 
of ecclesiastics to secular tribunals for 
breaches of the law. The Catholic clergy of 
this country ask no such exemption; the 
church in America claims no such privilege. 
But within the forum of her own juris- 
diction, purely ecclesiastical, the church 
does require freedom of exer- 
cise, and this necessary autonomy the 
State rationallyjrecognizes. It was on this 
ground that the courts dismissed the case 
against Bishop Bonacum. The decision was 
a Vindication of religious liberty. Interfer- 
ence on the part of the State, where the case 
clearly lies withinjthe domain of ecciesiasti- 
cal jurisdiction and where ecclesiastical leg- 
islation has provided an adequate remedy, 
would be intolerable tyranny. ‘he church 
in the eyes of the civil law is a voluntary as- 
sociation, and members of that voluntary 
association gare, in virtue of their alle- 
glance, bound to abide by its legislation as 
longas they choose to remain within its 
jurisdiction. Whena priest resorts toa sec- 
ular tribunalin order to impede or hinder 
‘ecclesiastical jurisdiction, as in the Lincoln 
trial, he voluntarily subjects himseif to the 
penalty prescribed by cannon law for such 
contumacy, and that is excommunication 
ipso facto. He brings the sentence on 
his own head and with his 
open. Thisisavastly different proposition 
from the fancifal assumption of your corre- 
spondent, that the church’s cannons are 
framed to render ecclesiastics unamenable 
to ourcivil courts for offenses against the 
law. A bishop who has violated the civil law 
is as much subject to its sanctions as any 
other citizen. To say that a bishop inthe 
exercise of his own proper ecclesiastical 
urisdiction, therefore violates the civil law, 
or such is the implication in your corre- 
spondent’s demagoguery, is as unreasonable 
as itis proofless, and to say that a priest has 
any right, civil or ecclesiastical, to drag his 
bishop before a secular tribunal every time 
heiis disciplined for an infringment of eccles!i- 
astical rules, is to luvite anarchy into tne 
house of law and order.

Jerry Marshall, the colored A an 
featherweight champion, is the la can- 
didate for a fight with American George 
Dixon, the acknowledged premier feather- 
weight of the world, Marshall wants to meet 
Dixon at 120 pounds for $5,000 a side and the 
championship. He claims to have ample 
backing, and is ready to make the match 
whenever Dixon signifies his consent. Young 
Griffe, who bas been so anxious to fight 
Dixon ever since his arrival in this country, 
was defeated forthe Australian champion- 
ship by Marshall. Griffo won the title from 
Billy Murphy. Abe Willis, the 114-pound 
champion of Australian, was defeated by 
Dixon in San Francisco several year ago. This 
was one ot the two great international bat- 
tles won by the Boston colored lad, the other 
being with ‘‘Nunc’’ Wallace, the English 
featherweight champion. Coming as they 
did right on the heels of his success over Cal 
McCarthy, the recognized American cham- 
pion, Dixon’s two international victories 
demonstrated conclusively his title to the 
world’s featherweight championship, 

Marshall made his debut in America at San 
Fraracisco last Sunday, when he defeated 
Charley Sweeney, a clever white antipodean, 
inone round of severe hurricane fighting. 
Marshall’s wonderful agility and cleverness 
and terrific punch ing powers caused the 
Frisco pugilistic authorities to believe he 
is just the lad to give Dixon the battle 
ofhis life. However, they may be mistaken, 
and itisnotsosure that Jerry, when tried 
out thoroughly, will not prove an addition to 
the already long list of exploded Australian 
pugilistic wonders. Griffo, of whom great 
things were expected, is not regarded by 
American authorities as the wonderful boxer 
he was reputed in his own country. Against 
Dixon at the featherweizht limit, it is 
not believed he will have much chance. 
Certain itisthat if Griffo was defeated in a 
decisive battle by Marshall the latter is en- 
titled to the preference from Dixon when 
he gets ready to fight again.
